6. (Currently Amended) The intake apparatus according to claim 1 , wherein the 
actuator b e ing is mounted on the vehicle in order to drive an operating member that is controlled 
in response to the number of revolutions of the engine. 

10. (Currently Amended) An intake apparatus of an engine for a vehicle, the intake 
apparatus comprising:

passage, with both said first and second air intake passages being b e ing disposed so as to face 
a forward direction when installed on the vehiclei-the first air intake passage is being larger than 
the second air intake passage, and 

an actuator to drive th e a i r intak e apparatus i n r e spons e which drives a value unit, said 
actuator being responsive to engine rotation such that the first air intake passage is open and 
the second air intake passage is closed when the engine rotates at a first speed, and the first air 
intake passage is closed and the second air intake passage is open when the engine rotates at 
a second speed, whefe+R the first speed being greater than the second speed. 

13. (Currently Amended) The intake apparatus according to claim 10, wherein a 
plurality of the first and second air intake passages are provided, and a m e mb e r that said valve 
unit which is configured to open and close the first and second air intake passages is made as a 
single structure. 
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14. (Currently Amended) The intake apparatus according to claim 10, furth e r 
compr i s i ng wherein said valve unit comprises a plurality of control valves configured to control 
the opening and closing of the first and second air intake passages are provided in the 
respective passages, and wherein the respective control valves are controlled to open and close 
in a manner of being mutually interlocked. 

17. (Currently Amended) The intake apparatus according to claim 10, wherein the 
first and second air intake passages are formed into an approximately triangular shape and 
b ei ng are upwardly convex, and are formed to go along a lower end edge of a front cowl when 
viewed from the front of the vehicle.
